pany spending several days at Philip's 
home (xxi, 8, 9) The church at Jeru- 
sulem would be desirous to hear all 
about this great journey and the open | 


' doors in Europe, but the record simply 


enys “saluted the church” (xvili, 22), 
which may have included a rehearsal 
of the Lord's doings in Europe. Then | 
during his stay at Antioch he would | 
not fail to tell of those households at 
Philipp! who accepted the Lord Jesus 
and of all the marvelous grace of God, 
This brings us to his third journey, 
concerning the beginning of which we 
read that “he went over all the coun. | 
try of Galatia and Phrygia in order, | 
strengthening all the disciples (xviii, | 
23).' He bas told us in his epistles how | 
to be strong, so we can understand | 
how he strengthened them. See Eph. | 
fii, 10-10; vi, 10, 11; 11 Tim. if, 1. There | 
is no salvation, no strength, no victory, 
except in Christ Jesus, by His word 
and Spirit and by virtue of His precious 
blood. 

When Paul left Priscilla and Aquila | 
at Ephesus on his return bome from 
Corinth he did not know that he was 
thus providing teachers for a man al- 
ready mighty in the Scriptures as far 
as he knew them, but so ft turned out 
(xvili, 23-28).

When Paul had in- 
structed them more fully they received 
through him in the name of the Lord 
Jesus a special filling of the Holy 


prophesied (xix, 6). 
It seems quite clear that when Aquilla

agogue they did not attempt publicly 
to enlighten him, but with humility 
and loving tact took him privately, 
probably to their home, and expounded 
upto him the way of God more per- 
fectly.

three years, warning people night and 
day and ofttimes with tears (xx, 
81).

Niagara's Age.

Formerly the Niagara River served 
as outlet to Lake Erie only. After the 
upheaval, the waters of Lakes Huron, 
Michigan, and Superior, which previ- 
ously had debouched directly into 
Lake Ontario, were diverted into Lake 
Erie into the Niagara River, swelling 
that stream to six times its former 
Mr. Spencer's figures, of 
course, can be taken only approxi- 
mately, as even contemporary authori- 
ties ure at variance aus to how the 
Falls of Niagara have receded during 
the past fifty yeurs—some estimates 
making it 1.23 metres per annum, 
others 1.52. Moreover, while the U.S. 
Geological Survey declares that the 
rate of recession of the Falls has in- 
creased during the lust fifteen years, 
the corresponding Canadian official 
report shows that the rate has de- 
creased some 66 centimetres per 
annum, 


Elevators and Flour Mills. 

The Department of the Interior has 
recently issued a map of that part of 
Canada lying west of the Great Lakes, 
showing the positions of grain eleya- 
tors and flour and oatmeal mills, to- 
gether with tables showing their in- 
dividual and collective capacity. In 
the three provinces of Manitoba, Al- 
berta, and Saskatchewan there are 
650 grain elevators, with an aggregate 
capacity of 42,363,900 bushels, ‘The 
terminal elevators at Lake Superior 
have u capacity of 20,102,700 bushels, 
and there are also transfer elevators 
at eustern points with a capacity of 
14,826,000 bushels. Thus the total ele- 
vatur capacity of Western Canada 
amounts to 73,016,140 bushels. Mani- 
toba has 50 flour and oatmeal mills, 
with a daily capacity of 17,3865 bar- 
rels; Saskutchewan has 25 mills, with 
u possible daily output of 3,365 bar- 
rels} while Alberta has 17 mills, with 
a a daily output of 1,530 bar- 
rels, 


Fish Freights. 

In order to encourage the develop- 
ments of the Canadian fishing indus- 
try on the Pucifie coast, where the 
bounty system prevailing in the At- 
lantie provinces does not obtain, the 
Dominion Government recently pass- 
ed an Order-in-Council granting a 
bonus equal to a rebate of one-third 
of the express freight rates on all 
shipments ot fish billed from Van- 
ecouver by Canadian fishing companies 
or Canadian fishermen to any point 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Mani- 
toba. This rebate or bonus applies 
to uny variety of sea-fish caught in 
Canadian waters, including salmon, 
halibut, oysters, crabs, and clams.

Succeeds Duke of Connaught as In- 
spector-General of the Mediter- 
ranean Forces—Is Intended to Co- 
ordinate all the Military Forces of 
the Empire and Place Lord Kit- 


chener at the Head 
onion. — Lord Kitchener, com- 


mander of the British forces in India, 
has been appointed to succeed the 
Duke of Connaught as _ inspector- 
general of the Mediterranean forces, 
which post the duke recently resigned 
on the ground of ‘“‘the ineffective 
nature of the work and the useless 
expense to the nation involved there- 
in.” 

rank of field-marshal, and also become 
a member of the committee on Im- 
perial defence. The inspector-general 
has command of the garrison at Malta 
and Gibraltar, and all the British 
troops in Fgypt, the Soudan and 
Cyprus. The appointment of Lord 
Kitchener is consistent with added 
importance being attached to the post. 
The Duke of Connaught, in an official 
announcement, said: ‘In view of new 
developments in the organization, the 
Mediterranean command assumes in- 
creased importance, and will be taken 
up by Lord Kitchener with the object 
of giving it its proper place in the 
scheme of imperial, defence.” 

It_is understood that as a result of 
the Imperial defence conference which 
is now sitting, it is intend-d to co- 
ordinate all the military forces of the 
empire and place Lord Kitchener at 
the head of an organization having the 
imperial army for its special care, As 
a preparation for this work, for which 
he has gained valuable experience in 
India, on vacating the Indian com- 
mand in September, Lerd Kitchener 
will go to Japan to represent Great 
Britain at the Japanese grand man- 
oeuvres in November, and afterwards 
making a tour of Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand to study the mili- 
tary organizations and consult with 
the colonial governments concerning 
them. Lord Kitchener, who became 59 
years old in June, is the youngest 
field-marshal in the history of Great 
Britain. Lord Roberts was sixty years 
old when he was raised to the rank, 
ond Lord Wolseley 62.

EFFECTS OF U.S, TARIFF 


THE NEW BILL WILL AFFECT 
FEW LINES OF COMMERCE 


Important Changes Only Regarding 
Lumber, Hides and Coal, and in 
Other Respects Will Not Likely 
Affect Trade Conditions—Canadlan 
Exporters are Assured of a Market 


for all Products 

Ottawa.—Now that the Payne tariff 
bill has finally passed the United 
States congress, its effects upon the 
commercial relationship between Can- 
ada and the republic are being dis- 
cussed here. The cabinet ministers 
with one exception are out of the city, 
but as was stated at the time of the 
budget speech, developments at Wash- 
ington have been watched, and what 
action will be taken by the Canadian 
parliament in view of the new tariff 
as relating to this country will be one 
of the first things discussed when the 
ministers return, 

Those who have closely followed 
events at Washington and scanned the 
schedules of the new tariff, see impor- 
tant changes only as regards lumber, 
hides and coal. In other respects, 
while there are incidental changes, 
they are not of such a character as to 
be likely to materia'ly affect the status 
quo of trade conditions. Generally 
speaking there has been no particular 
changes except in these cases, and the 
prohibitive principle of the McKinley 
tariff has undergone little change. 
The retaliatory duty on wood pulp 
is viewed in the light of a stroke 
ugainst Canada, and its effect will be 
especially felt in Quebec, Viewed on 
the whole with the exception of the 
items mentioned, the new tariff. pro- 
duces little effect upon Canada, While 
anxious to develop trade in all diree- 
tions the Canadian exporter has the 
assurance that whatever barrier other 
countries may erect against him, Bri- 
tish connection and the demands of 
the mother country, along with home 
consumption, ensure a profitable mar- 
ket for practically all his products and 
commodities.

Wheat Experiments
